The  President’s  Address. 

It  is  pleasing  to  have  to  record  another  very  satisfactory 
year’s  work  in  connection  with  our  Cottage  Hospital.  The 
reports  of  the  Committee  of  Management  and  the  Treasurer’s 
financial  statement  will  reveal  the  measure  of  the  work  accom¬ 
plished  and  the  support  given  by  those  who  have  the  cause  of 
healing  at  heart. 

Numerous  letters  continue  to  be  received  from  ex  patients 
and  their  friends  eulogising  the  staff  and  expressing  gratitude 
for  the  excellent  treatment  and  care  by  both  doctors  and  nurses  ; 
in  many  instances  such  letters  are  accompanied  by  donations 
to  supplement  the  payment  of  hospital  accounts  for  main¬ 
tenance.  There  cannot  be  the  slightest  doubt  that  our  hos¬ 
pital  is  serving  a  most  useful  purpose  in  the  district 

What  the  position  of  such  voluntary  hospitals  as  ours 
will  be  in  the  future  it  is  still  not  possible  to  say,  but  should 
they  be  crowded  out  when  the  proposed  state  health  service  is 
inaugurated,  as  well  they  might  be,  the  loss  to  the  country 
would,  in  the  opinion  of  many  of  our  high  placed  friends,  be 
most  serious. 

There  are,  however,  signs  that  the  widespread  interests 
in  our  voluntary  system,  coupled  with  the  protests  and  active 
propaganda  of  the  leaders  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  Associa¬ 
tion,  are  producing  good  results,  but  it  is  still  an  urgent 
necessity  that  all  who  believe  in  our  work  should  constantly 
voice  their  opinions  and  bring  before  the  public  the  reasons 
why  we  should  be  allowed  to  continue  our  good  work. 

Within  the  scope  of  a  national  scheme  there  should  be 
room  for  our  own  hospitals  to  operate  free  from  rigid  control 
but  linked  with  key  hospitals  in  the  area  and  receiving 
adequate  grants  to  cover  the  cost  of  free  treatment  of  patients ; 
the  voluntary  hospitals  should,  by  right  of  experience  and 
years  of  pioneer  work,  qualify  for  equal  representation  on  the 
administrative  councils  and  share  in  the  control  of  the  service, 
if  the  patients,  who  must  be  the  first  consideration  throughout, 
are  to  receive  the  best  that  can  be  given. 

I  strongly  urge  those  who  have  the  voluntary  system  at 
heart  to  study  the  situation  carefully,  watch  the  course  of 


events  continually  and  work  energetically  for  the  maintenance 
of  our  existence  a*s  free  bodies  within  the  scheme. 

Turning  again  to  our  local  hospital  it  would  be  a  great 
help  if  someone  would  volunteer  to  organize  Alexandra  Rose 
Day  this  year  ;  we  feel  the  loss  of  this  interest ;  its  revival 
would  be  most  highly  beneficial. 

I  have  always  been  a  keen  adherent  to  the  policy  of 
w  Deeds  of  Covenant  ”  for  hospitals  and  it  is  a  great  pleasure 
to  find  the  appeal  made  some  years  ago  has  resulted  in  a 
satisfactory  rise  in  the  number  of  subscribers  who  have  signed 
Deeds.  I  would  urge  others  to  use  this  means  of  greatly 
assisting  our  hospital  without  detriment  to  themselves. 

There  are  at  present  ab«ut  20  subscribers  who  have 
signed  a  deed  of  Covenant  out  of  a  total  of  about  100.  These 
20  have  added  some  £60  extra  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital 
and  I  would  urge  others  to  use  this  method  of  helping  the 
Hospital  without  detriment  to  themselves. 

We  are  living  in  very  difficult  times  and  no  hospitals 
have  found  it  easy  to  carry  on,  especially  the  smaller  ones, 
but  we  trust  that  these  troubles  will  soon  pass  away. 

In  conclusion  may  I  emphasise  how  greatly  the  Governors 
and  the  Committee  of  Management  appreciate  the  support  that 
has  been  forthcoming  from  the  general  public  and  from  all 
those  who  by  their  efforts,  their  kindly  thoughts  and  their 
liberal  contributions  have  assisted  so  greatly.  It  is  a  source 
of  great  satisfaction  to  us  all  and  inspires  those  whose  heavy 
task  it  is  to  administer  the  Hospital  and  carry  on  its  impor¬ 
tant  work  to  achieve  greater  results  and  so  enhance  the  useful¬ 
ness  of  the  Hospital  and  provide  even  better  facilities  and  ser¬ 
vice  for  the  patients  who  may  need  its  help. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management 

For  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1944, 
was  read  and  adopted  as  jollows  : — 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We,  the  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Ledbury 
Cottage  Hospital,  beg  to  present  our  72nd  Annual  Report 
covering  the  year  ended  31st  December  1944,  as  follows  : — 

It  is  with  deep  regret  we  record  the  deaths  of  Dr.  G. 
Bartley  McKean,  who  for  35  years  gave  devoted  service  as  a 
member  of  the  Honorary  Surgeons  and  Physicians  panel  of 
the  Hospital  and  later  as  Consulting  Physician  ;  the  Right 
Hon.  Lord  Somers,  D  S.O.,  for  many  years  Patron  of  the  Insti 
tution  and  Major  H.  R.  R.  Fowler,  a  former  Governor. 

There  were  8  patients  in  Hospital  on  January  1st.  684 
were  admitted  during  the  year  making  a  total  of  692,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  102  on  the  previous  year  and  the  highest  number  yet 
recorded. 

These  cases  were  made  up  of  Accident  210  ;  Medical  140  ; 
Surgical  205;  and  X-Ray  only  137.  The  results  being,  re¬ 
lieved  58,  cured  483.  died  5,  while  9  patients  were  still  in 
Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  X-Ray  films  taken  was  255  and  149 
operations  were  recorded. 

Patients  have  been  in  Hospital  4726  days,  being  an  in¬ 
crease  of  713  on  1943,  the  average  daily  bed  occupation  being 
approximately  11 

The  Committee  of  the  Ledbury  Workers’  Hospital  Fund 
continues  its  good  work  in  difficult  circumstances  and  we 
acknowledge  with  thanks  a  contribution  of  £125  from  the 
surplus  funds 

From  the  local  Agricultural  Red  Cross  Committee  we 
have  received  a  further  grant  of  £275.  Our  hearty  thanks 
are  accorded  to  Mr.  Stafford  Weston,  Mr.  B  Hooke  Rimell  and 
the  members  of  that  Committee  for  this  valuable  assistance.
